One of the most important features 
of the strike problem is the different 
causei- that bring on strikes and lock­ 
outs. 
These causes are obviously im ­ 
portant because they are the point 
that must be attacked first in any 
attempt at a solution; they are also 
worth study because they are chang­ 
ing with time, and any element of a 
live problem that hanges from de­ 
cade to decade is likely to give a key 
to the fo r c e s back of the whole and 
a hint of the future as well. 
Practically all the 
early 
strikes 
were wage strikes pure and sim p le. 
V ost of the strikes of today are wage 
strikes also. 
But the proportion of 
wage strikes to all other strikes is 
a great 
deal smaller than it once 
was, and it iv getting smaller stead­ 
ily. 
in other words, while wages are 
still the big issue, other points of 
difference have come up from a posi­ 
tion of negligible importance to one 
where they cause, taking them all to­ 
gether. almost half the strikes. 
If 
the past is any key to the future, 
these other issues will be increasing­ 
ly important in the future. 
All the very early strikes in Amer­ 
ica were wage strikes except a few

This increasing respect for public 
opinion 
is an encouraging featurt 
hilt it is not goon enough. 
Public 


opinion does not avert strikes. Bet­ 
ter encouragement lies in a study of 
the causes. 
The new causes, the ones 
that are increasing in

are all of a nature that makes it 
possible to settle difficulties arising 
out of them by arbitration. 
And even 
the veteran cause, the wage question, 
can l>e arbitrated, as has been proved 
again and again.
